LINCOLN  CAMPAIGN  BADGES. 


BADGE  WORN  BY  GEORGE  C. 
LATHAM  AT  LINCOLN  FUNERAL 


George  C.  Latham  was  one  of  the 
many  citizens  of  Springfield  who  took 
part  in  the  solemn  ceremonies  attend- 
ing- the  burial  of  the  martyr  president 
and  still  preserves  the  badge  which  he 
wore  on  that  occasion,  it  being  a  black 
crepe  rosette  with  streamers  and  hav- 
ing in  the  center  a  portrait  of  Pres- 
ident Lincoln.  This  memento  of  that 
historic  occasion  is  highly  valued  by 
Mr.  Latham. 

Mr.  Latham  also  tells  of  attending  a 
dinner  and  ball  given  by  the  legis- 
I  lature  of  the  state  of  New  York  in 
honor  of  President-elect  Lincoln  and 
his  suite  at  the  Delavan  House  on 
Monday,  Feb.  18,  1861,  which  must  have 
been  an  affair  of  great  social  import- 
ance. A  copy  of  the  menu  for  the 
banquet  has  been  preserved  by  him.

At  this  time  Mr.  Latham  resided  at 
the  corner  of  Seventh  and  Market 
streets,  in  this  city,  of  which  his  fam- 
ily were  early  resident*. 


At  one  of  the  memorial  meetings  last  night  a 
man  wore  a  badge  bearing  the  portraits  of  Lin- 
coln and  Hamlin  which  his  father  had  worn  with 
a,  "Wide  Awake"  uniform  in  the  first- Lincoln  cam- 
paign. Next  to  this,  pinned  on  his  coat,,  was  an 
emancipation  souvenir  in  the  form  of  a  white  silk 
ribbon  bearing  a  picture  of  Lincoln  striking  the 
chains  from  a  slave.  This  was  worn  at  a  meeting 
in  Albany  soon  after  the  Emancipation  Proclama- 
tion was  issued.  The  man  wore  also  a  Lincoln 
and  Johnson  campaign  medal,  bearing  the  por- 
traits of  the,  two  candidates,  and  the  mourning 
badge  which  his  mother  had  fastened  on  his  jacket 
when  he  went  to  school  a  few  days  after  the  as-

The  badge  contains 
the  words, "Plate  Print ing-We  Mourn  the  Nation's  Loss- 
Abraham  Lincoln- April  15 ,1865-Treasury  Department" .So 
far  as  I  am  informed  this  is  the  only  badge  of  its 
kind  in  existence. A  photograph  of  this  badge  is  in  the 
Lincoln  Collection  at  Springfield.

LINCOLN  FUNERAL 
BADGE  HERE 

Owner  Expects  to  Give  it 
to  Some  Historical 
Society  Soon 

One  of  the  few  mourner's  badges 
worn  by  official  mourners  at  the 
funeral  rites  for  Abraham  Lincoln, 
who  was  shot  by  Wilkes  Booth  77 
years  ago  today,  is  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  a  Philadelphian,  Dr.  F.  P. 
Rutherford,  dentist  with  offices  in 
the  Real  Estate  Trust  Co.  Building. 

The  badge  was  worn  by  James  C. 
Harrison,  a  friend  of  Dr.  Rutherford. 
Harrison,  in  1906,  when  he  was  74, 
gave  it  to  his  friend  before  his  death 
several  years  later. 

Harrison,  a  member  of  a  socially 
prominent  family,  attended  the  rites 
when  Lincoln's  body  was  brought  to 
Independence  Hall  and  lay  in  state 
there.  Later,  the  appointed  mourn- 
ers followed  the  funeral  procession 
to  the  railroad  station  at  Broad  st. 
and  Washington  av.,  the  site  now 
used  for  passage  of  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  freight  trains. 

The  badge  is  made  of  a  strip  of 
red,  white  and  blue  ribbon,  edged 
with  black.  An  eagle  is  pinned  to 
the  top  of  the  ribbon  and  below  the 
eagle  is  a  small  framed  picture  of 
Lincoln. 

Dr  Rutherford  is  thinking  of  pre- 
senting the  badge  to  one  of  the  his- 
torical societies  of  the  city  in  the 
near  future.
